LONDON, Feb. 22.—Lord 
Rosebery 


and Mr. H. H. Fowler, secretary of 
state for India, held a conference at 10 
o'clock Thursday morning, and the 
cabinet met at 11 o'clock, an hour 
earlier than usual. The object of the 
meeting was the consideration of Sir 
Henry James1 intended motion to ad- 
journ the house of commons to direct 
attention to the Indian customs du- 
ties.

All of the members of the cabinet 


we/e present. 
The consensus of opin- 


ion is that the fate of the government 
iepends upon the action of Mr. Bal- 
four. If that gentleman spealcs strong- 
ly in favor of Mr. James' motion thei 
ministry will without doubt be over- 
thrown, tf he leaves his follo\v*rs a 
free hand it is likely that some con- 
servatives, such as Sir Richard Temple 
and others, who are ex-Indian officials, 
will vote with the government. 


Mr. Balfour was suffering Thursday 


morning from a.slight attack of influ- 
enza, and it is possible that he may not 
be present at Friday's sitting of the 
house. The Star and Westminster Ga- 
zette denounce the attitude of the con- 
servatives in giving preference to the 
local trade interests over those of the 
empire by supporting a motion which, 
if successful, will mean the bankrupt- 
cy of India. The Pall Mall Gazette ex- 
presses anxiety to see the government 
defeated at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, but not on James' motion, which 
is simply a case of Lancashire vs. In- 
dia.The bimetallists are canvassing on 
behalf of Sir Henry James' motion, on 
the ground that the finances of India 
will be improved by changes in the 
currency and not by the imposition of 
cotton duties. The conservative even- 
ing newspapers are jubilant over the 
difficulties which confront the minis- 
try, but are unanimous in deprecating 
such action as will sacrifice the inter- 
ests of India to those of an English 
county. The Globe suggests that the 
cabinet take into consideration the 
Egyptian crisis. The cabinet meeting 
lasted an hour and a half, and while 
it was in progress Mr. Fowler visited 
the Indian office three times.

in every fine workshop, and dimensions 
given -in hundredths or even thou- 
sandths of an inch frequently appear on 
drawings without objection on the part 
of the workmen. The instruments of 
measurement are now made .with such 
a degree of refine_d accuracy that even 
the warmth of the hand may expand a 
rod 12 inches long so tnat the amount 
of expansion can be measured. It has 
thus become important in fine meas- 
urements to be careful that the temper- 
ature of the piece to be measured or 
gauged should have the same tempera- 
ture as that of the instrument by which 
the size is determined. By first hand- 
ling a rod of the'length-named and 
measuring it, particularly if the rod be 
of brass or copper, and then, after al- 
lowing the rod to cool, handling the 
gauge until the latter expands, it is 
found that a discrepancy <of from 0.007 
inch to 0.01 inch may be sometimes 
made apparent, due entirely to differ- 
ences of temperature.

DIPLOMATIC'ETIQUETTE. 


The Question of Bnk. M Settled 1» the 


Earlj Day* of th« Republic. 


Thirty nations are - represented at 


Washingtonjby four ambassadors .and 
twenty-six" ministers; each of wKorifhas1 
anywhere from one to sixteen secretaries 
and attaches to carry on the" necessary 
business. So far as work is concerned,, 
the duties of the foreign representative 
are not onerous, and are' largely .social, 
says tfie New-York Tribune. He sends, 
dispatches to Jris OWTI government and 
occasionally addresses communications 
to the secretary of state.- - Whether 
these commuications be on matters of 
.international interest or are simply a 
request to be .allowed to land a few 
cases of wine, household effects,^ or a 
trunk full of finery for his wife, ~they 
are known as "notes." He is not per- 
mitted to transact any business with 
•any officer of the government except 
through the secretary of state or other 
high officers of that department, and it 
would be a great breach of etiquette 
for him to address the president per- 
sonally upon any official matter. 
The 


code of diplomatic etiquette is strictly- 
followed. 


The foreign representative make's the 


first call upon the members of the cabi- 
net, but is called upon by the senators. 
The only members of congress officially 
recognized are the members of the house 
committee on foreig-n affairs, in whose 
good graces he naturally likes to keep. 
A private citizen calling without an in- 
troduction at . any of" the legations 
promptly receives a card in return, and 
the latest addition to the corps makes 
the first call upon the resident mem- 
bers. None of the wives of the diplo- 
mats holds public receptions, except 
Mme, Romero, who began the custom 
some dozen years ago, when Washing- 
ton was not so large as it is to-day, and 
has never discontinued it, but even her 
house is open but ffur times a season 
to the general public. 
:;; 
Until.two years ago, when Great-Brit- 


ain : raised "her representative .-.to-' the 
rank of ambassador, and France, Italy 
and Gerinany ;quiekly: followed, the 
dean of 'thecorps was; always the min- 
ister who had seen-the longest term of 
service here, and the dean now is the 
English ambassador, Sir Julian Paunce-" 
fote. As dean he takes the lead at all 
official functions; foreign ministers call, 
upon^him first,-and in 'matters-in ;which 
the whole corps'is -interested he.is con- 
sulted first. .When the ambassador first 
appeared in Washington society there 
was a good deal of surmising about the. 
matter of precedence at dinners, and 
for some time itx was a much-discussed 
question, but it has settled itself with- 
out much difficulty, and nothing is ever 
heard about it now. In the early days 
of the republic the question of .e'tiqne^e 
became of sufficient impdrtance-f or the 
secretary of, state, Mr. Adaiiis, to ad- 
dress a letter upon- the subject to the 
president, but it--was never settled. 
.Years of precedent have, however, 
given a certain fixity to the: etiquette 
here, which is much more rigid than is 
generally supposed by those who have 
not lived in Washington long enough to 
know.

-LONDON'S BURGLARS; 


What They I»d La»f Tear and the Fenal- 


tle§ They .Paid. 


According to the annual report of the 


commissioner of police the statistics 
for the past year' reeord-509 cases of 
burglary in the metropolis, as com- 
pared with 6S7 in 1893. . Notwithstand- 
ing this marked decrease in the number 
of these offenses, tbs convictions ob- 
tained were 147, as s-gainst 145 in the 
previous year. In three cases, says the 
Westminster. Budget, she-crime was ac- 
companied by acts of violence against 
the person. In eight cases only did the 
value of the property stolen exceed 
£100. 
The net total loss of property by 


burglaries, estimated by the owners, 
was £8,319, as compared- with £4,915 in 
1892. 
• The cases ef housebreaking num- 
bered 1,S43, being 38 more than in 1892. 
In none of .these was.any act of violence 
against the person reported. The net 
total loss was £13,398, as compared with 
£10,079 in the preceding year. In 79 of 
these cases the criminals found no 
property which they-thought; worth 
carrying away.. In 115 cases the prop- 
erty stolen was valued by the owners 
at less than £1, and in 41 cases.only did 
the loss exceed £50. 
' 


The vast majority of these crimes are 


committed"to tl 2 prejudice of the poor- 
er classes of the -metropolis/at whose 
expense gangs of professional thieves 
habitually maintain themselves in idle- 
ness by a life of crime. 'Convictions- 
were" obtained, in. 100 cases, but in 21 
cases only were sentences of penal 
servitude awarded, and these, with 
four exceptions, were for terms of~from 
three to five years; the exceptions were 
one sentence of ten years, one of eight 
years anfl-two of six years. 


The 147 convictions for burglary were 


followed by sentences of penal servi-' 
tude in only 37 cases, and of these 
there were but six instances in which 
the fxann awarded exceeded five years.

maximum sentence of ..ten years 


was imposed in three instances.

, The United_ 'States government, aa » 
rnle,~pays higher salaries to' its em1 
ployesthan private firms pay for "the 
same class of work. Despite this fact 
there is probably no class of clerks so 
continually /'hard up" as these -Mine 
government employes, says the Phil*p 
delphlaJPres8. This is true at least .in' 
""Washington, where the majority of the 
employes are protected in their posi- 
tions by "the, civil 'service laws, and 
•where ifrwonld be snpposed there would 
be more opportunity for saving than in 
positions less sure of tenure. 


"The "average •department clerk -re- 


ceives what would bo considered a very 
snug salary in most any other !city, es- 
pecially to cities where metropolitan 
prices for living do not prevail. It would 
be safeto"place' the* average salary re-' 
ceived at one 3thousand, dollars per. an; (. 
num. It can be stated as a rule'ahuost. 
that these clerks'iare'in^ debt from "one 
year's end to the. other. They are in 
debt' to the butcher,- the baker and the 
grocery -man','* and their- frequent 
changes of residence are due to a~habit 
they^have of neglecting to payment for 
their' houses. • This sort of thing Is kept 
up until their debts are.bronght to, the 
attention of their,.8uperio"rs in ^office, 
when the alternative is given of paying- 
off then- Indebtedness in -monthly in- 
stallments to be kept out of their 
salaries or of leaving the government 
service. 
The faculty of the government elerk 


to get in debt has created a class of Shy- 
looks in the various departments in 
Washington the like of which would be 
hard to find hi any other city. 
They are 


appropriately called "ten per centers." 
They feed -upon the traf ortnnate clerk 
who is living beyond his or her salary 
like vultures upon the stricken deer. 
They have their spies out in every 
direction, and learn of the financial con- 
dition of their intended victims hi ways 
no honorable person would adopt. To 
a clerk in' distress for ready money they 
appear and offer the cash to meet press^ 
ing wants; The bait is too -tempting', 
and the yictim borrows under -the 
agreement that it shall be paid back at 
the end of. the month at the exorbitant 
rate of ten per cent. /Interest for the 
thirty-days. If not met at the end of 
the time stipulated the loan, or part of 
it, is continued at the same rate for 
another month, and often times within 
a 'twelvemonth the poor clerk has paid 
more than the ori ginal sum in interest 
alone. 
' '':-"• ' '• 
- 
:- 
Enticing circulars are<sent to the 


clerks by. these "ten per centers." Stuns 
ranging from ten dollars to five hun- 
dred dollars are offered as loans trader 
'the "strictest secrecy." The security 
asked is merely' nominal. Furniture is 
usually the security suggested ;in the 
circulars.. These sharks well -know 
that the clerk's nominal note is sufficient 
to guarantee -a'rpayment of the loan, as 
-tti«" presentation of it to the chief of 
office usually results in arrangements 
being made for thereturn of the money 
out of the monthly salary of the victim, 


The local newspapers are full of the 


advertisements of these "ten per cent- 
ers." Their alluring offers are espe- 
cially intended for that class of em- 
ployes who desire to cut a figure in 
Washington society, but who needready 
cash at times to indulge their ambition. 
For instance, a lady in one of 'the de- 
partments feels that it will add very 
materially to her standing in society if 
she were to give a "pink tea" or some 
function of that sort. She must do so 
at a certain period of the year — during 
the social season. She has exhausted 
her credit at the grocery and the con- 
fectionery, so a little ready money in 
hand is ..an -absolute necessity for the 
accomplishment of her plans. The en- 
ticing circular of /the "ten per center" 
is brought to her notice, and she can- 
not resist the temptation. The money 
is borrowed, the social function passes 
off, and the poor victim finds herself in 
the clutches of a money shark, who 
will keep her stinted for the necessities 
of life until bis ten per cent, a month 
interest and principal is paid. 


This Sbylock business was begun 


years- ago, and to the discredit of the 
government was largely carried on by 
employes of the departments who were 
in position to know the wants and 
necessities of their fellow-clerks. So 
oppressive did the system become that 
rules were adopted forbidding employes 
of •' the departments to" loan money to 
their fellow-employes. 
These rules 


have been observed so strictly that the 
1 'ten per cent. " businessTlas been pretty 
well driven from the departments. It 
is! now carried on, as has been sug- 
gested above, by. means of circulars 
and advertisements in the daily news- 
papers, and the average government 
clerk finds if as "difficult" to get bnt of 
debt as formerly. The success -that 
has attended this system of money- 
lending has at last aroused competition. 
The chronic desire of government 
clerks to borrow money has stimulated 
the organization of a company that now 
projioses to cut rates with the old-time 
Shylocks, and offers to loan money at 
three per cent, per month. This means 
a yearly rate of thirty-sis per cent., 
but that is quite a reduction from one 
hundred and twenty, which is now 
charged.' -'- - ".--.. '
